This is in response to the Interview Summary mailed February 1, 2006. The Interview 
Summary recites, "However, Mr Park pointed out that the entire bits of Salapura hash function 
result are strictly used to identify a processor while a portion of the [the] Applicant's hash 
function result is only used to identify a processor." The applicant would like to clarify that the 
number of bits of the Applicant's hash function result used to identify a processor is not 
necessarily the total number of bits of the Applicant's hash value result, and not that "a portion 
of the Applicant's hash function result is only used to identify a processor" as recited in the 
Interview Summary. 
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
